‘Fugitive In The Sky’ Is 
Thrilling Mystery Drama 


Plot Based on Unusual Incident of Murder Above 
the Clouds 


An unusual murder plot is unfolded in the Warner Bros. 
picture, ‘‘Fugitive in the Sky,’’ which was shown at the 
kate ah Re ei ETS Theatre for the first time yesterday. 

The victim is a passenger on a speeding airplane and 
the killing takes place far above the clouds in the presence 
of a G-Man who is pursuing a woman criminal whom he 


believes to be on board. 


The murder is discovered by 
the air hostess at the moment 
when another gangster, disguised 
as a woman, whips out guns and 
orders all passengers to reach for 
the ceiling. 


After drugging one pilot he 
orders the other to change his 
course, but reckons without the 
elements, for a fierce dust-storm 
arises, and the pilot after flying 
blind for miles is foreed to 
ground his plane. 


In the smashing climax a news- 
paper reporter proves to be the 
hero.

Jean Muir is effective as the 
air hostess who ean’t decide 
which of the men she loves.

THE STORY

You've probably used small paper para- 
chutes before for plug purposes and so 
you know where they can be obtained.

Some 
can contain lucky numbers, which if 
caught can be returned to the box office 


for several weeks.
